PROGRAM  NOTES 

A  Memory  of  Two  Mondays  opened  in  New  York  with  the  one  act  version  of  A  Viezv 
From  the  Bridge.  Most  Reviewers  and  theatre-goers  preferred  the  more  realistic,  intense 
“View.”  As  a  consequence,  A  Memory  of  Two  Mondays  has  received  very  little  atten¬ 
tion.  Its  purpose  for  presentation  here  is  manifold.  Of  utmost  importance,  it  is  one  of  the 
finest  pieces  of  American  Dramatic  Literature  and  as  such  deserves  a  hearing.  Its  demand 
for  human  compassion.  Miller’s  mainstream  thought,  is  universally  important  and  is  an 
intensely  broadening  experience  for  the  student  actor.  The  play  is  particularly  suited 
for  college  production  because  there  are  no  minor  roles  such  as  can  be  found  in  plays 
written  especially  for  commercial  theatre.  The  overall  consideration  of  course,  is  that 
it  is  good  theatre.  The  play  shines  with  nobility  of  purpose.
